1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-8 and 1 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Fukumoto et al. (6,622,908 B2). Fukumoto et al. teach a punching device comprising a 
die member having a plurality of die holes 54 and 61, a plurality of punches 52 and 53, an 
operating member 35, a drive means and a control means. See Figs. 1, 3, 4 and 5-8, 
Types of cams are best seen in Figs. 1 and 5-8.
